The Federal Aviation Administration 
in Washington said there may have been 
more than one hijacker when the plane, 
Flight 101, was commandeered at the 
Hall County Airport at Grand Island,

trouble when the pilot radioed there was 
a man in the cockpit and ‘‘we’re going to 
Kansas City for fuel. ’ ’ 
The plane landed in Kansas City about 
an hour later 
Larry Bishop, a Frontier spokesman in 


Denver, said 30 passengers and five crew 
members already were aboard the plane 
at Hall County Airport at Grand Island 
when the hijacker pushed through a 
security check and forced his way 
aboard at6:30a.m . CDT. 
The flight, No. 101, normally originates 
in Grand Island, then flies east to Lincoln 
and Omaha before heading west to 
Denver 


There has been only one successful hi­ 
jacking of a U.S. airliner since Nov. 10, 
1972, according to the Federal Aviation 
Adminstration 
The FAA said that there were 24 suc­ 
cessful hijackings of foreign air carriers 
between November 1972 and April 1977.

Child mistreatment charges 
against Illmo couple dismissed 


BENTON — Charges against Brenda 
and Charles David Smith of Illmo for 
mistreatment of a child were dismissed 
Wednesday after preliminary hearing by 
Scott County Magistrate Judge Lloyd G 
Briggs.

Since President Carter took office there is nothing 
he has done that upset traditional State Department 
officials so much as his campaign for human rights 
everywhere. 
It isn’t that foreign policy mandarins are opposed to 
human rights; they just give the issue lower priority 
than getting along with established regimes and ad­ 
vancing what they suppose to be America’s interests. 
Thus when Carter’s “open mouth policy” com­ 
plicated relations with the Soviet Union and a few 
Latin American dictatorships, there were many 1- 
told-you-so remarks in State Department offices. 
It seems, however, that the clucking about Carter’s 
diplomatic amateurism was premature. There are 
! 
signs that nations in many parts of the world are anx- 
: kms about their relations with Washington and are 
: cleaning up their human rights records. A few ex- 
I amples follow: 
; 
—President Ferdinand Marcos of the Philippines 
* has promised to relax his martial law rules which 
r weighed on people for the past five years. He is talk­ 
ing about holding local elections within a year aand 
releasing all political prisoners not yet tried. 
;; 
—Though President Park Chung Hee continues to 
. run a ham-handed regime in South Korea, he recently 
began releasing some of his political opponents from 
. prison. This was seen as a move to impress the Carter 
administration. 
—President Augusto Pinochet of Chile has disband- 
, ed the notorious and powerful secret police agency 
known as DINA, which tortured and killed many op- 
! ponents of the regime. 
—Peru’s militarey regime, which seized power in 
1968, has announced a return to free elections and 
civilian government in 1980. It is now permitting 
political parties to resume activities. 
—Brazil, which spurned U.S. military assistance 
; because of criticism of its human rights abuse, quietly 
; has stopped torturing prisoners at the personal in- 
; sistence of President Ernesto Geisel. 
; 
—Iran recently permitted International Red Cross 
investigators to visit 20 prisons and report on condi­ 
tions to the shah. The government also asked parlia­ 
ment to pass a bill to provide defense lawyers for 
political detainees. 
Now not all of these hopeful developments can be 
credited to the United States. But some of them clear­ 
ly result from Carter’s stand and the desire by 
governments involved to cement economic and 
security ties with this country. 
It would be easy, of course, to deride the progress 
made and to point to vast areas —Russia, Uganda, 
South Africa and China, to name just a few, where 
violations of rights are flagrant. Nevertheless, to the 
individual who is not jailed in Seoul or tortured in San­ 
tiago such “minor” improvement is priceless. 
Even at the cost of annoying dictators and discom­ 
forting the State Department establishment, Carter’s 
policy is praiseworthy and deserves public support.

Not only is the risk of injury 
greater, so is the possibility of 
being exposed to that risk. 
It almost means that in the 
years ahead motorists will 
need to be as safety conscious 
or even more than they are 
about conserving gasoline or 
energy. 
But really, the whole rub of 
the Matter—whether it’s large 
cars or small cars—is the fact

Missourians when it recom­ 
mended excessive pay hikes 
for legislators and other state 
officials. 
The last salary hike for 
legislators was in 1969. Some 
greedy legislators have con­ 
tended that they need a huge 
increase now to make up for 
the lack of annual increases. 
But the argument ignores the 
fact that legislators meet in 
session for only a few months 
each year. Legislators can 
and do have outside jobs and 
other sources of income. They 
also received an increase in 
their daily expense money a 
few years ago.

CHARITY FOR ALL OR SOME? 
It’s easy to understand why church groups, charities 
and other worthy (or unworthy) causes raise money by 
mail. They reach millions of potential givers that way. 
The expense is manageable And the response can be 
quite generous. 
What’s not so easy to understand is the reluctance of 
some of these groups—especially the religious fund 
raisers—to reveal publicly what they do with the money 
they collect. 
Opposition is so strong, in fact, that Congress is likely 
to pigeonhole a perfectly reasonable bill requiring 
charities to state on each plea how much goes to ad­ 
ministration, how much to fund raising and how much to 
the charitable purpose itself. 
The bill, sponsored by Rep. Charles Wilson, D-Calif., 
would empower the U.S. Postal Service to deny use of the 
mails to any fund-raising group that failed to comply. 
Some church groups contend that such restraints 
violate their freedom of religion, which is a pretty self- 
serving interpretation of the Bill of Rights. 
If churches and charities have a right to solicit money 
by mail, the people who respond have a similar right to 
know how their money will be spent. Whether we’re 
talking about Boys’ Twon, or Billy Graham, or the 
Palltine Fathers of Baltimore, or the American Friends 
Service Committee, it’s only fair to ask: Who benefits? 
Where does the money go? Otherwise, givers have no 
way of knowing whether they’re helping the needy or 
simply making life more comfortable for the 
professional fund raisers, who take their cut off the top.

Says No Court Decision on 
Bakke 
Can Affect U.S. Affirmative 
Action Plans 
WASHINGTON « In a burst 
of uncharacteristic charity, 
which I do hope will someday 
be reciprocated, I will refrain 
from mentioning the names of 
prominent 
colleagues 
who 
wrote of the Allan Bakke 
Supreme Court case that it is 
more than a test of af­ 
firmative action in the univer­ 
sity field. It is, they reported, 
also a test of employment 
plans 
which 
require 
the 
speeded-up hiring and promo­ 
tion of women and slacks bv 
private secor empio) ers 
They 
couldn't 
be 
more 
wrong. 
No matter what the high 
court decides there will be lit­ 
tle impact, for example, on the 
federal 
government's 
af­ 
firmative action programs in 
industry, 
commerce 
and 
municipal hiring of police, 
firefighters, teachers and gar­ 
bage collectors, just to men­ 
tion a few. 
There are other Bakke type 
cases coming in the non- 
educational 
fields. 
White 
workers, for example, are 
counterattacking affirmative 
action on goals and timetables 
programs in “steel" and con­ 
struction (which is the na­ 
tion’s biggest industry >. 
There's something called 
AMEN -- American Males: 
Equality Now, a band of 
‘white-anglo" 
employes 
at 
Armco Steel in Ashland, Ky. 
They’re suing in federal court 
to negate a Justice Depart­ 
ment imposed settlement with 
the industry’s Big Ten and the 
union in 1974. 
Specifically. AMEN says 
they, the white workers, are 
being injured by the pact 
which advanced women and 
blacks and gave the latter 
groups millions of dollars in 
compensatory back pay. 
AMEN charges, in its action 
against 
the 
United 
Steelworkers 
of 
America, 
their own local union 1865. and 
Armco, that the white male 
workers are being passed over 
for jobs and promotion by less 
qualified women and minority 
groups. 
AMEN’s members 
want the affirmative action 
program, which has cost their 
national union and the Big Ten 
millions 
of 
dollars, 
per­ 
manently enjoined. And they 
want back pay for themselves 
because of the restructuring of 
the seniority system. 
But 
barring 
AMEN 
rocketing into a Bakke case 
with a Supreme Court ruling 
in favor of AMEN, affirmative 
action will remain the law of 
the land outside the college 
and 
university 
fields 
regardless 
of 
what 
the 
Supreme Court does to Bakke. 
Ethics barred personal con­ 
versations with some of my 
old friends on the high court.

was 17. “Too many people are 
thinking Bakke can kill the af­ 
firmative action plans, quotas 
and timetables. This is a 
misconception. 
“As 1 see it, because our 
jurisdiction is grounded in 
contract form, 
and every 
federal contract with those do­ 
ing business with the U.S. for 
more than $10,000, it is very 
different from the univer­ 
sities’ unilateral affirmative 
action policies.’’ 
Rougeaus OFCCP monitors 
tens of billions of dollars' 
worth of contracts between 
the private sector manufac­ 
turers and the government. 
And each contract has a “no- 
discrimination” clause Thus, 
the vendor, whether in pen­ 
cils, tissue paper or space 
ships, is hound by a 
no­ 
discrimination" 
affirmative 
action clause. 
Rougeau 
makes 
another 
significant point. Every con­ 
tractor doing business with 
the government, and every 
municipality, too, in some 
fashion, is bound by such a no- 
discrimination clause for their 
entire work forces. Thus, a 
major corporation doing 10 
per cent of its business, say. 
selling jet engines to the 
Defense Department, must go 
in for affirmative action for 
the other 90 per cent. Even if it 
is in 
absolutely unrelated 
production of. say, pantyhose 
Thus, tens of millions of 
workers in tens of thousands 
of corporations are covered, 
many indirectly, by the im­ 
pact of something called the 
Presidential Executive Order 
11246. 
“The government saw the 
need for federal dollars to 
alter the employment system 
where It had a disparate effect 
on minorities and women," 
adds Rougeau. “Because our 
strength, unlike Bakke's or 
the universities', lies in con­ 
tractual 
obligation, 
the 
government can set the rules. 
“As far as we are concerned 
in federal contract 
work, 
unless the Supreme Court 
someday 
specifically 
says 
that Executive Order 11246 is 
unconstitutional, it will he 
business as usual in our shop.” 
And “business as usual” for 
the OFCCP is to move hun­ 
dreds of thousands of women 
into construction; to rework 
seniority rules for females, 
blacks, Hispanics and other 
minorities 
throughout 
American industry and imple­ 
ment affirmative action on the 
handicapped. There mustn't 
be any “underutilization” of 
workers on grounds of sex, 
color, creed or physical han­ 
dicap, according to the OFC­ 
CP chief. 
Rougeau says “we will seek 
out”

believes don’t want to comply 
- be thqy such cases as those 
involving 
TWA. 
United 
Airlines, Hercules, General 
Dynamics “and even thoee in 
Fortune's 500.” 
Bakke just isn’t relevant 
here. Perhaps someday the 
high court will say “amen” to 
AMEN - the male white

ST. LOUIS (A P) — A controversial new procedure known as 
the "Justice Model” could mark the wave of the future in the 
criminal justice system, an expert says. 
Dr. David Fogel, who devised the concept, said his program 
would abolish the parole system, provide for definite sentences, 
and permit greater inmate participation in the rehabilitation 
process. He said the Justice Model has already been approved in 
three states. 
F’ogel made his remarks Wednesday at the opening session of a 
three-day seminar sponsored by the University of Missouri+St 
Louis Administration of Justice department. He first proposed 
his concept in a book called “ We Are the Living Proof.” 
Fogel said he favors giving convicted criminals a definite 
I sentence with no chance of parole. He compared this to the more 
prevalent practice of giving them indeterminite sentences-those 
I with both a minimur. and maximum term in prison and the 
possibility of parole before the full sentence is served. 
Missouri is one of the few states which does not have in­ 
determinate sentencing, and Fogel said it should be replaced 
I everywhere.

The latter 
often limits its usefulness. 
My remarks here are 
directed toward adult 
patients. I assume the doctor 
has all the past history and 
knows any medical com­ 
plaints you have. Beyond that 
it is an important time to 
review your living habits as 
they have such an impact on 
- the important illnesses. That 
Z means a review of your habits 
I in terms of smoking, con­ 
sumption of alcohol, coffee 
Zand other beverages, exer­ 
cise, sleep and tendency to use 
medications. 
Im portant 
m ed ical 
.problems that can benefit 
^from early detection or 
-prevention include heart and 
Zvascular diseases (including 
"strokes), cancer, diabetes, 
-liver disease and emphysema 
. of the lungs. An important tool 
to accomplish this is the an­ 
nual examination. 
The physical examination 
should include observation of 
the amount of body fat under 
the skin. You can tell too, and 
it is important. The blood 
pressure (a risk factor in 
heart attacks and strokes) 
should be measured and if on 
the high side something 
should be done — usually in 
the patient’s lifestyle to im­ 
prove it.

The World Series is over, and along with it a long baseball 
season. My ignorance of the game was made manifest in my 
predictions of the playoffs when I astounded myself by missing 
on both the American and National League championship series. 
I made no such public prognostications on the World Series, but if 
1 had, I would have definitely gone with the Dodgers. 
It was bad enough that my favorite teams (theRoyals, Phillies 
and then when they didn’t make it, the Dodgers) bit the dust. But 
it seemed that many of the values and qualities in baseball that 
are dear to me came in second, too. 
The New York Yankees, the picture of childishness and greed, 
got their way - as is the case of so many rich crybabies. For them 
to win the World Series was the worst possible thing that could 
happen to baseball.

John Le Carre’s latest spy 
thriller Is a sequel to ’’Tinker, 
Tailor, Soldier, Spy,” in which 
a veteran British agent turns 
out to be a plant placed by the 
Soviet side, feeding Moscow of­ 
ficial secrets that leave Eng­ 
land’s spy apparatus in ruins, 
i 
Thus, this ponderous new 
book is a little hard to get into 
unless you have read its prede­ 
cessor, even though the author 
does frequently hark back. 
This tirne around, George 
Siniley, the bespectacled, mild- 
mannered and brilliant spy- 
master takes on the formidable 
job of patching together the tat­ 
tered remains of the British 
network. 
Much of the action takes 
Iplace in Southeast Asia a 
couple of years back when the 
war-battered 
states 
of 
In­ 
dochina were falling one by one 
into Communist hands. 
The hero is an amiable 
aristocrat, a somewhat dis­ 
solute British journalist and 
part-time spy named Jerry 
Westerby. He has the unen­ 
viable task of trying to infil­ 
trate a Communist spy ring 
peopled with such characters 
as a mysterious Chinese ty­ 
coon, a sinister Asian goon, a 
violent Mexican bush pflot and 
a beautiful British girl. 
Le Carre gives us a rich 
cross section of life, but the 
book is peopled with so many 
types and there are so many 
subplots that the author might 
better have spread this out into 
several novels instead of one 
blockbuster. 
Le Carre spent months in 
Hong Kong, Singapore, Cam­ 
bodia and other parts of South­ 
east Asia doing research before 
writing his book. Thus the cen­ 
tral theme, a complex quest for 
the destination of a mysterious 
supply of laundered gold flow­ 
ing out of the Soviet Union, has 
a ring of authenticity. A com­ 
plex plot that could easily seem 
implausible 
is 
made 
con­ 
vincing. 
Le Carre, who was once in 
the British foreign service him­ 
self, seeins to have a pretty low 
opinion of America’s overseas 
spy apparatus with which the 
British characters work closely. 
U.S. agents in the book are ei­ 
ther crude and overbearing or 
hypocrites. But, for that mat­ 
ter, Le Carre doesn’t exhibit 
too high a regard for some 
British agents, either. 
The plot is fast-moving, how­ 
ever, and reaches a dramatic 
climax. Le Carre fans and 
those reading him for the first 
time, should find this a memo­ 
rable book.

FORT BRAGG, N.C. - 
(NEA) - For all of the 
rumors of impending military 
unionization, there has been 
little activity in the ranks. 
Some union-oriented fliers 
have made the rounds, and oc­ 
casionally a bivouacked grunt 
will suggest a strike vote. 
Otherwise service posts are 
far from being hives of mili­ 
tant labor agitation. 
In fact, so far as can be 
determined, there is only one 
publically operated union 
planning group at any base in 
America. It’s the Organizing 
Committee for an Enlisted 
Peoples Union, here at the 
home of the 82nd Airborne 
Division, and despite its aims 
and implications it is not ex­ 
actly radicalising this 
venerable outpost. 
The committee was formed 
by an ex-GI named Tom 
Doran. He says he has several 
active soldiers in league. 
What they do mostly, he says, 
is set up tables in the shopping 
centers and try to get sym­ 
pathetic signatures on a peti­ 
tion. “But it’s slow going.” 
Ergo, most people at Fort 
Bragg are unaware either 
Doran or his committee ex­ 
ists. 
Actually, were it not for in­ 
terest in him generated by 
Bragg commanders, Doran 
would be totally obscure. 
Midway in his second hitch in 
the Army, officers here 
suddenly discharged him from 
further service. Doran says he 
was kicked out because of his

force: “.There has to be some 
give and take. Officers and 
enlisteds have to be responsi­ 
ble to one another. If 
everybody feels he has a little 
say in things, everybody will 
be far happier.” 
So far, after several months 
of effort, Doran says he’s only 
gotten 300 people here to 
agree they would be happier if 
unionized. That’s out of a post 
EM population of 35,000. Sad­ 
ly, Doran says he has no 
money, no outside support, 
and few truly active workers. 
Usually, he sighs, when he 
sets up his petition table, peo­ 
ple just giggle. 
Things could change for 
Tom Doran and followers. The 
American Federation of 
Government Employees says 
it will soon poll its 
membership to see if it favors 
a sophisticated unionizing ef­ 
fort in the services. Until 
then, alas, the Organizing 
Committee for an Enlisted 
Peoples Union could easily 
gather their chapels in a fox­ 
hole.

resulting publicity has been 
the first ever for his com­ 
mittee. 
The Army denies that its ac­ 
tion against Doran was 
spiteful. A Bragg spokesman 
explains that Doran, 28, had 
once been a draft resister, and 
had served his first enlistment 
in lieu of a jail sentence. 
Therefore, because he was a 
security risk, his second 
enlistment was illegal. When 
the Army leatned of its error, 
Doran was promptly discharg­ 
ed. 
Whatever the truth behind 
Doran’s ouster, it has put a 
crimp in his union work. For 
one tiling he is now forced to 
organize from off the base. 
For another he has to worry 
about finding a job. Much of 
his organizing is thus being 
done in the evening, on the 
fringe of the base, where he 
admits he is not likely to 
cause much of a stir. 
Yet even if the committee 
were succeeding it might not 
be cause for alarm. Tom 
Doran is not Sam Gompers. 
Nor does he have designs on 
wrecking military order. He 
says he has grievances, with 
which an enlisted peoples un­ 
ion might deal, but “I am not 
working for the day when the 
enlisted men get together and 
vote down a commander’s 
orders.” 
Collective bargaining? “It’s 
not possible,” says Doran. 
Neither are work slowdowns 
or strikes. What is more, he 
adds that his union would not 
pose a threat to the military 
chain of command: “I can’t 
imagine a time when a cor­ 
poral, as a shop steward, 
would have the power to, say, 
hold a chapel meeting over a 
general’s objection.” 
But what the union could do 
is provide a life raft for 
enlisted personnel, and, as 
Doran puts it, “guarantee 
them a little dignity.”

The production index, which 
is based on the average 
dumber of quail broods seen 
statewide by a network of 
observers (rural mail carriers 
and conservation agents 
especially) during a given 
survey period, aion a given 
route, is the worst since the 
survey started in 1947.

There are many mytha 
floating about concerning the 
gun laws of Missouri. It would be 
good io find out just what a 
hunter or sportsman can do or 
cannot do with his gun-whether 
it be a rifle, shotgun or pistol. 
Sawed off rifles or shotguns or 
machine guns, obviously, are 
banned in Missouri. But try to 
visualise the questions any 
sportsman would ask if he were 
entering the state with guns or 
if he were purchasing a gun for 
the first time. 
As for carrying a gun on the 
street openly, there is no law 
against it. As long as you don’t 
try to conceal it. 
Is it legal, then, for a farmer 
to carry his guns on a rack 
across the back window of his 
pickup? Yes, it is legal, as long 
as he isn’t flashing his lights 
across fields at night looking for 
game 


According to Missouri laws 
you technically could carry a 
pistol in each hand down the 
street as long as you don’t 
flourish it in a menacing, angry 
or threatening manner. But 
whether concealed or in plain 
view, you cannot take a gun into 
a public assembly- whether it 
be a picnic or church. 
According to Sgt. Floyd 
Dunlap of the Kirkwood Police, 
one of countless communities 
which may have its own laws, 
you can walk down the street 
with a pistol in each hand and be 
legal “But we’d have a dozen 
calls in a few minutes and we’d 
have to check you out. We'd 
want to make sure you were 
peaceful." 
It would be impossible to write 
a brochure on gun laws, 
especially concealed weapons. 
All 
laws depend on cif-* 
cumstances and intent. Even a 
farmer on his own land, under 
certain 
conditions, 
can 
be { 
arrested for carrying a con­ 
cealed weapon. 
If you carry 8 gun on your 


floorboard at night it is con­ 
sidered a concealed weapon 
because the darkness hides it. 
The Public Safety Firearms 
Code says no youngster 16 years 
of age or younger may carry a 
gun without being accompanied 
by an adult 21 or older-much 
less fire that gun. This ap­ 
parently also covers farm kids. 
And no gun may be fired 
across any road or highway, 
sidewalk or park. And you 
cannot fire from a boat, nor can 
you fire across or into the 
Missouri, 
Mississippi 
or 
Meramec Rivers or any lake or 
reservoir. 
To hunt on someone else’s 
property you must have per- » 
mission from the owner. 
And. 
of 
course, 
most * 
municipalities won’t let you fire 
a gun within the city limits. 
The Missouri Conservation' 
Department, of course, has its 
firearm rules for hunting. The 
worst offense is jacklighting for 
deer. Carrying a spot light in one 
hand and a gun in the other 
brings a swift fine. But you can 
use a flashlight and gun for 
hunting frogs and any fur- 
bearing animal such as a racoon 
when a dog is used to tree them. 
Any sporting gun, except a 
shotgun larger than 10 gauge, 
may be used to take game ex­ 
cept beaver, mink, muskrat and 
fish. 
Pistols and rifles may not be 
used on birds. And shotguns' 
must be limited to three shells. 
To buy a pistol, you need a 
permit from the county sheriff.

Check rifle sights 
for top accuracy 


Each year, before the hun­ 
ting season starts, experienc­ 
ed hunters, shooting instruc­ 
tors and 'outdoor columnists 
all offer the same sound ad­ 
vice: Be sure to zero in your 
rifle. 
Unfortunately, 
not 
all 
hunters 
heed 
this 
advice. 
Some merely pick their rifles 
off the rack or out of a closet 
comer and head for the woods. 
Others at least deign to dust it 
off. But this hardly seems like­ 
ly to increase their chances of 
bringing home some fodder 
for the freezer. 
The wise hunter dons re-zero 
his rifle each year, for several 
good reasons. First, he wants 
to make sure it still hits where 
he aims. Iron sights or scope 
mounts may have been knock­ 
ed off line before the rifle was 
last stowed away. Or a switch 
to cartridges with a lighter or 
heavier bullet could change 
the point of Impact. Finally, 
the sighting-in process pro­ 
vides a good opportunity 
to 
sharpen your shooting eye 
before laying those sights on 
actual game. Paper targets 
don’t disappear into the brush 
if your first shot is off. 
- 
Without question, sighting- 
in is one practice that should 
not be skipped. But how you 
perform 
the 
sighting-in 
is 
equally important because the 


how of sighting in determines 
whethe you’ll get 
the same 
accurac. when shooting under 
field conditions. 
For exai ipie, sighting m a 
rifle by re ing the barrel or 
fore-end on 
hard surface will 
cause it to hoot higher than 
when hand teld alone Con 
versely, use of a sling under 
heavy tension will cause a ri 
fie to shoot lower than when 
shot without the sling 
For the most accurate per 
formance in the field, then, 
your rifle should be held in a 
similar manner when you zero 
it. If you don’t shoot with a 
tight sling in the field, don t 
use one when sighting in 
The most 
effective pro 
cedure in most cases is to zero 
the rifle by supporting the butt 
with 
your 
shoulder 
and 
holding the fore-end with a 
gloved hand resting on a sup 
port. You can then shoot the 
sam e way from prone position 
or with no support at ail in the 
field without variation in point 
of bullet impact. 
Differences 
between 
sighting-in and field accuracy 
may not be critical for the 
woods hunter 
shooting 
at 
ranges around 50 yards. But. 
once the range extends beyond 
100 yards, you need every ad 
vantage you can take, and this 
is one you shouldn’t overlook

Since President Carter took office there is nothing 
he has done that upset traditional State Department 
officials so much as his campaign for human rights 
everywhere. 
It isn’t that foreign policy mandarins are opposed to 
human rights; they just give the issue lower priority 
than getting along with established regimes and ad­ 
vancing what they suppose to be America’s interests. 
Thus when Carter’s “open mouth policy” com­ 
plicated relations with the Soviet Union and a few 
Latin American dictatorships, there were many 1- 
told-you-so remarks in State Department offices. 
It seems, however, that the clucking about Carter’s 
diplomatic amateurism was premature. There are 
signs that nations in many parts of the world are anx­ 
ious about their relations with Washington and are 
cleaning up their human rights records. A few ex­ 
amples follow: 
—President Ferdinand Marcos of the Philippines 
has promised to relax his martial law rules which 
weighed on people for the past five years He is talk­ 
ing about holding local elections within a year aand 
releasing all political prisoners not yet tried. 
— Though President Park Chung Hee continues to 
run a ham handed regime in South Korea, he recently 
began releasing some of his political opponents from 
prison. This was seen as a move to impress the Carter 
administration. 
—President Augusto Pinochet of Chile has disband­ 
ed the notorious and powerful secret police agency 
known as DINA, which tortured and killed many op­ 
ponents of the regime. 
—Peru’s militarey regime, which seized power in 
1968, has announced a return to free elections and 
civilian government in 1980. It is now permitting 
political parties to resume activities. 
—Brazil, which spurned U.S. military assistance 
because of criticism of its human rights abuse, quietly 
has stopped torturing prisoners at the personal in­ 
sistence of President Ernesto Geisel. 
—Iran recently permitted International Red Cross 
investigators to visit 20 prisons and report on condi­ 
tions to the shah. The government also asked parlia­ 
ment to pass a bill to provide defense lawyers for 
political detainees. 
Now not all of these hopeful developments can be 
credited to the United States. But some of them clear­ 
ly result from Carter’s stand and the desire by 
governments involved to cement economic and 
security ties with this country. 
It would be easy, of course, to deride the progress 
made and to point to vast areas —Russia, Uganda, 
South Africa and China, to name just a few, where 
violations of rights are flagrant. Nevertheless, to the 
individual who is not jailed in Seoul or tortured in San­ 
tiago such “minor” improvement is priceless 
Even at the cost of annoying dictators and discom­ 
forting the State Department establishment. Carter’s 
policy is praiseworthy and deserves public support

1 mail. They reach millions of potential givers that way. 

And the response can be 
quite generous 
What’s not so easy to understand is the reluctance of 
some of these groups especially the religious fund 
raisers to reveal publicly what they do with the money 
they collect . 
Opposition is so strong, in fact, that Congress is likely 
to pigeonhole a perfectly reasonable bill requiring 
chanties to state on each plea how much goes to ad- 
- ministration, how much to fund raising and how much to 
the charitable purpose itself 
The bill, sponsored by Rep Charles Wilson, D-Calif., 
would empower the U S. Postal Service to deny use of the 
mails to any fund raising group that failed to comply. 
Some church groups contend that such restraints 
violate their freedom of religion, which is a pretty self- 
serving interpretation of the Bill of Rights 
If churches and charities have a right to solicit money 
by mail, the people who respond have a similar right to 
know how their money will be spent. Whether we’re 
talking about Boys' TNvon, or Billy Graham, or the 
Palltine Fathers of Baltimore, or the American Fnends 
Service Committee, it’s only fair to ask: Who benefits? 
Where does the money go? Otherwise, givers have no 
way of knowing whether they’re helping the needy or

PLAINS, Ga. - (NEA) - 
Mr. and Mrs. John McElroy 
say there are many reasons 
why they have decided to sell 
their home and move out of 
the most suddenly famous 
community in the Old South. 
The 
to u rists 
are 
everywhere. The streets jam 
from dawn to dark. Perfect 
strangers knock on the door in 
the middle of the night and 
ask to use the telephone. But 
more than this, the McElrovs 
are getting out because, as he 
says it, the townspeople "have 
become greedy, 
and, as she 
adds, "they’ve turned into 
snobs.” 
Dozens of similarly dis- 
J 
usted residents agree that 
immy Carter’s friends and 
neighbors have changed for 
the worse. Backbiting has set 
in. Cynicism is rampant. In a 
boondocks town where discre­ 
tion was once a sacred code, 
gossip is the new sport : have 
you heard that Jimmy won’t 
hardly even speak to Billy 
these days? 
Locals insist the village was 
pnee the friendliest place in 
Georgia. No more. Grumps 
Mrs. McElroy: " I use to go to 
the store and have them slice 
bologna to any thickness I 
wanted. Now they won’t slice 
it at all. They won’t even talk 
to me anymore.” She con­ 
cludes that "everyone is too 
busy trying to get rich” on 
Plains' notoriety. 
Apparently, much of the 
social deterioration has to do 
with money. Long-time resi­ 
dent Maxine Wiggins, who has 
taken to selling square inches 
of peanut land for $11 a plot, 
says fame has divided the 
town into hostile factions: on 
the one side there are those 
who profit from it, and the 
other side is composed of 
those who want to profit. 
Clashes between the fac­ 
tions grow more frequent and 
intense McElroy, who once 
earned a quick $300 by selling 
individual peanuts in plastic 
cases, says he also has an 
ideal property for a souvenir 
shop, "but the city council 
won’t allow it.” Why not? 
"Because most of them sell 
souvenirs now, and they want 
to hoard the business ” 
Hoarded or not, the business 
, is brisk in Plains One family 
has opened an ice cream 
counter and charges 65 cents a 
dip The friendly old phar­ 
macist now sells gaudy gim­ 
micks at prices higher than 
his prescriptions. 
Several 
stores stock a new rage called 
the Pet Peanut, which is just a 
peanut in a box retailing at a 


sharp $4. 
Indeed, for backland folk, 
Plains’ entrepreneurs are 
anything but reluctant to 
push. The Lions Club spon­ 
sored a “ Peanut Tennis 
Classic” for the end of April, 
• "100 yards from Jim m y’s 
home," and nobody is thinking 
small. Box seats sold for a flat 
$100 per ticket. 
Of course, not everyone has 
become money hungry here. 
Ernest Turner’s hardware 
store has a sign in the window 
proclaiming: "This is the 
store that didn’t change.” 
Residents say Turner has 
been known to ask tourists if 
they are interested in tenpen- 
ny nails, and, when not, snow 
them politely but firmly the 
way to the street. 
Yet if Turner has retained 
the old values, Billy Carter is 
the other side of the coin. 
"People in Plains are fed up 
with B illy," says Maxine 
Wiggins, perhaps because he 
leads in the profiteering. Mrs. 
Wiggins says Billy recently 
"went out and paid cash for a 
new Cadillac,” a most con­ 
spicuous vulgarity for a good 
old boy. 
No one begrudges Billy a lit­ 
tle profit, says Mrs. Wiggins, 
"but he has handled himself 
badly." She says residents 
were particularly annoyed 
when Billy demanded $10,000 
for an appearance at a cancer 


benefit in Naples, Fla. "The 
money was for cancer, and he 
didn’t even blink about it! The 
old Billy wouldn’t have done 
it.” 
Others in town are not so 
sure there ever was an "old 
Billy.” Black people say he 
has “ been spittin’ out words 
like nigger and coon” since he 
was a boy. One of his 
employees says he treats 
"everyone" in a contemp­ 
tuous manner. "He’s always 
been a bis buffoon,” says John 
McElroy s wife, only now he’s 
become 
internationally 
famous for it. 
And Billy isn’t the only 
Carter undergoing réévalua­ 
tion here. Hugh Carter, the 
president’s cousin, advertises 
his antique store on an area 
radio station, and so disgruntl­ 
ed residents say he is feeding 
the fires of tourism. Says one 
city councilman: "Hugh says 
he doesn’t like tourists; you 
can never believe what that 
Carter says.” 
Even Lillian Carter is not 
free from the gathering scorn. 
Maxine Wiggins reveals: "She 
can be very nasty when she 
wants to be.” One story is the 
president’s mother once 
greeted a tourist with a loud 
“Don’t you touch me!” and 
then proceeded with ad­ 
ditional comments that stunn­ 
ed the tourist and others who 
were in her party.

FO RT BRAGG , N.C. - 
(N E A ) — For all of the 
rumors of impending military 
unionization, there has been 
little activity in the ranks. 
Some union-oriented fliers 
have made the rounds, and oc­ 
casionally a bivouacked grunt 
will suggest a strike vote. 
Otherwise service posts are 
far from being hives of mili­ 
tant labor agitation. 
In fact, so far as can be 
determined, there is only one 
publically operated union 
planning group at any base in 
America It's the Organizing 
Committee for an Enlisted 
Peoples Union, here at the 
home of the 82nd Airborne 
Division, and despite its aims 
and implications it is not ex­ 
a c tly ra d ic a lisin g this 
venerable outpost 
The committee was formed 
by an ex-GI named Tom 
Doran He says he has several 
active soldiers m league 
What they do mostly, he says, 
is set up tables in the shopping 
centers and try to get sym­ 
pathetic signatures on a peti­ 
tion. “ But it s slow going " 
Ergo, most people at Fort 
Bragg are unaware either 
Doran or his committee ex­ 
ists. 
Actually, were it not for in­ 
terest in him generated by 
Bragg commanders. Doran 
would be totally obscure 
Midway in his second hitch in 
the Arm y, officers here 
suddenly discharged him from 
further service Doran says he 
was kicked out because of his 
OPENS!

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stronger not weaker armed 
force: “There has to be some 
give and take.

Whatever the truth behind 
Doran s ouster, it has put a 
crimp in his union work For 
one thing he is now forced to 
organize from off the base 
For another he has to worry 
about finding a job Much of 
his organizing is thus being 
done in the evening, on the 
fringe of the base, where he 
admits he is not likely to

Collective bargaining ’ “ It's 
not possible.” says Doran 
Neither are work slowdowns 
or strikes What is more, he

But what the union could do 
is provide a life raft for 
enlisted personnel, and, as 
Doran puts it.

Historically, says Doran, if a 
soldier has been mistreated 
he has had to fight it, all by 
himself 
Hence: “ A union 
would provide him with an 
organization to turn to, one 
that the armed forces couldn't 
ignore." 
Doran says a unio., might be 
particularly effective in 
aiding soldiers who have been 
charged with violations of 
m ilitary justice 
At Fort 
Bragg, for instance, he says 
justice is so harsh some 
punishments are 10 to 15 times 
more frequent than for the 
armv as a whole. “ A good un­ 
ion would not allow this kind 
of discrimination to go on." 
Nor would a good union 
allow a sergeant to manhan­ 
dle a recruit, Doran adds And 
generals would no longer be 
able to force privates to wash 
their cars 
‘ Much of the 
meaningless hassle could be 
handled by the union.” Doran 
insists If a captain made an 
unseemly pass at an enlisted 
W AC . she would have 
somewhere to turn to stop the 
nonsense 
In sum. Doran sees a 
military union as a kind of 
legal aid society. And he 
believes this would lead to a

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Hunting out look

Missouri Department of Con­ 
servation 
Although Missouri’s hunting 
picture looks generally bright 
this fall, quail hunters face a 
grim outlook. 
Maybe 
never before 
in 
history has the benefit of good 
habitat (or the problelm with 
the lack of it) been so evident. 
Areas with poor quail habitat 
face a teriible season pro­ 
spect. 
The season will be Nov. 10- 
Jan. 15, with a daily limit of 
ilx birds, possession of 12 — a 
ait of two daily and four in 
possession from last year 
The production index, which 
•s based on 
the average 
lumber of quail broods seen 
statewide by a network of 
observers (rural mail carriers 
and conservation 
agents 
especially) during a given 
survey period, alon a given 
route, is the worst since the 
survey started in 1947 


JACK STANFORD, quail 
biologist for the Conservation 
Departm ent, 
thinks there 
might be more quail than the 
figures indicate, since birds 
tend not to come to the roads 
during drought — but if there 
are. there can’t be enough to 
completely 
overcome that 
dismal production index. By 
comparison, the highest index 
since 1947 was 16. 
Intensive pasturing, clean­ 
ing of fencerows and bulldoz­ 
ing of gullies continues to cut 
tnto the “edge" habitat vital to 
quail and other upland game. 
Fall plowing, turning under 
food and cover plants in 
autumn rather than in the spr­ 
ing. has become widespread 
and is death on birds and some 
aqlnyUs. especially 
in the 
heart" of a terrld ew fllfcr-and 
the 1976-77 winter was the 
worst in 100 years 
But other hunting seasons 
look good Missouri has had

Unfortunately.

all 
hunters 
heed 
this 
advice 
Some merely pick their rifles 
off the rack or out of a closet 
corner and head for the woods 
Others at least deign to dust it 
off But this hardly seems like 
ly to increase their chances of 
bringing home some fodder 
for the freezer. 
The wise hunter does re zero 
his rifle each year, for several 
good reasons First, he wants 
to make sure it still hitswherc 
he aims Iron sights or scope 
mounts may have been knock­ 
ed off line before the rifle was 
Iasi stowed away Or a switch 
to cartridges with a lighter or 
heavier bullet could change

You can then shoot the 
same way from prone position 
or with no support at all tn the 
field without variation in point 
of bullet impact 
Differences 
between
